Report of Committee at Chamber of 
Commerce Meeting Thursday 
Evening Stirs Club to Action 


Recommend a Paid Professional Fire Chief as 
a Start Towards a Reorganized, Ef­ 
ficient Corps 


The Chamber of Commerce went on 
record Thursday evening at favoring 
an Improvement 
In 
fire 
protection 
service, chief of which was the em­ 
ployment of a paid professional tire 
chief. 


The report of the fire protection 
committee, of which Judge C. A. A u ­ 
brieta is chairm an, was listened to 
with 
the 
deepest 
attention 
and 
stirred the Chamber as a whole to 
action. 


The committee reported that the 
condition of the water hydrants was 
not always satisfactory at times of 
tire and delay was often encountered 
in turning on the water. 
Tile public was 
often 
woefully 
negligent in turning In an alarm. 
The water pressure was inadequate, 
often hydrants 
were 
frozen, 
many 
mains were weak and rotten, delays 
of IO or 15 minutes were often en­ 
countered before pressure 
was 
se­ 
cured and the vital need of a water 
tower, centrally located to afford pro­ 
tection to the business section of the 
city was apparent. 


There was no provision for a sys­ 
tematic Inspection of basements and 
blocks, and. with few exceptions, no 
means of fire protection w ithin the 
buildings which might be used In the 
Incipiency of a fire and a serious oon- 
flagaratlon thus averted. 


That there has been serious loss, by 
theft and plunder of goods removed 
f r oui burning buildings and that a 
systematic plan of protecting salvage 
from thieves did not exist. 
That the present fire apparatus Is 
inadequate, there being but one auto 
truck to convey all of the apparatus 
and In case of a serious Are or In rase 
it was disabled, this would he Insuffi­ 
cient and result In a disastrous delay. 
That the gas mains have no cut off 
in the streets or alleys, but must be 
disconnected from the basements In­ 
side and an unnecessary and serious 
hindrance to the work of the fire de­ 
part met might easily result. 
That the fire department 
is 
not 
properly organized, the chief under­ 
paid and that it requires a paid head 
of the department to devote his entire 
time to the inspection of buildings 
and basements, the organization of 
the department and active work at 
the time of conflagrations. 
That it has been intim ated that 
insurance companies are contem plat­ 
ing 
discontinuing 
their 
risks 
in 
Brainerd and that in such a case 
property values would be greatly de­ 
preciated and mortgage loans be ser­ 
iously affected. 
In view of these* conditions the 
committee 
made 
recommendations 
which 
were concurred 
in by the 
Chamber, that the organization take 
such action as w ill bring the situ a­ 
tion of affairs to the attention of the 
proper authorities. 
That it recommends a paid head 
and the reorganization of the fire de­ 
partment. 
That a merchant's watchman, with 
police authority, be engaged to in ­ 
spect the doors of buildings at night 
and to patrol the business section of 
the city for the purpose of safe-guard­ 
ing property 
against 
fires, 
such 
watchman to be paid by the owners 
and occupants of business blocks and 
stores. 


That a w ater tower, located in the 
heart of the business section of th* 
city. be erected to provide a prompt 
water supply for fire emergencies. 
That the water and light board be 
given every encouragement in a plan
